Sakaguchi does not disclose or suggest a method for transmitting workflow-enabled 
electronic mail raessagss from a user of a workflow system to a recipient including at least 
emhedding a link to a determined network address i n an email message to the recipient, 
ansndatin p a process of the workflow system with the d etermined network address, and sending 
the email message hav ing the link to the determ ined network address to the recipient, as recited 

in independent claim 1. 

Sakaguchi doe; not disclose or suggest a method for transmitting workflow-enabled 
electronic mail messages from a user of a workflow system to a recipient including at least 
incorporating a determined email response addres s into an email message to the recipient, 
associating a process of the workflow system with the determine d email response address, and 
sending the email message having the incorporated e mail response address to the recipient, as 
recited in independent claim 10. 

Sakaguchi does not disclose or suggest a method for accessing a workflow process using 
a workflow-enabled email message including at least receiving the workflow-enabled ciriajj 
message that includes a link to a network address associated w ith a workflow process, wherein 
the network address is specific to the workflow proce ss and to the email message, selecting the 
jinV tn arr.es* the-, net work address , wherein, in response, the workflow system provides access to 
the workflow process , as recited in independent claim 21 . 

Sakaguchi dots not disclose or suggest a method for providing access to a workflow 
process in response tc receiving a network address that is associated with the workflow process 
including at least dete rmining if a user from which a network address is received is a valid user 
of that network address, and providing access to the user to the workflow process only if user 
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«*\r^ th» nH twm fc address is received is determined to he a valid user of that network 
address, as recited in independent claim 23. 
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
